miffioners into Ireland, and he being a Churcli-man, waited on the 
Doétor, who in difcourfe with the Mayor, took out of his Cloak- 
bag a Leather Box, and faid unto him, Here is a Commiffion that /ball 
laf the Hereticks of Ireland, calling the Proteftants by that Title, 


ftants, and to thatReligion, and alfo having a Brother, named Fohn 
Edmonds, a Proteftant and a Citizen in Dudlin, was much troubled

Ifit be applied to the nofe or Jip, you muft take 
care the patient does not fwallow any of the humour: ‘You mut 
alfo take care ‘. ‘tolay the plaiftér too broad on the face, or near 
the heart ; itis. hazard to excéed the breadth of a cr own but in 
the feet, or legs, as far as the fore goes,

E ended our Jaft Year’s Hiftory with an Account of ‘the 
Surrender of Quebeck, which happened’ at Eight in the 
Morning of the EIGHTEENTH Day of September, 1759, the 
Articles for that Purpofe being only then figned; and the Particulars 


. of the Acquifition was related in that Part of the Hiitory. We alfo 


told you General AMHERST embarked on Lake Champlain the 


Birth of October, in Hopes the Seafon would ftill admit of an Attack 


on St. John’s, Montreal, &c,---but tho’ he was on the Lake ten 
Days; yet, through the tempeftuoufnefs of the Weather all the Time, 
he could not reach the Ifle of Noix, five Leagues from St, John’s,-- 
fo was obliged to return, and got fafe to crown Point the 21ft fol- 
lowing, having had 21 Men in the attempt taken Prifoners ; but 
his Naval Force obliged the Enemy to fink two of their own Veftels, 
and torun a Third aground; however, by the Diligence of Capt; 
Loring, it feems they were recovered, and added to our own Fleet, 
This put an End to the Campaign in North America for that Year, 
There was nothing material done after this, fave the erecting and 
ftrengthening the Forts at Crown-Point, &c, ‘till the Opening of. 
the Campaign for 1760, But before we enter upon this, tis necef- 
fary we take a View of Afiairs at Quebeck, General Murray being 
left as Governor, with about 7000 Men, the Englifh: Fleet under 
Saunders, returned to England, and Lord Colvil, with 7 Ships only, 
left at Halifax.—During the Abfence of the Fleet, it was apprehen- 
ded the French would, in the Winter Seafon, make fome attempt to 
recover this valuable Fortrefs, and our People prepared for it accor- 
dingly, On-the 27th of April, Monf. Levy landed a little above the 
City with 12,000 Men; the next Day Gen, Murray marched out of 
the City with 3000 Men (being all he had capable of bearing Arms) 
to give them Battle, when the Enemy havingthe advantage both of 
Numbers and Situation, the Englifh were obliged to retreat to 
the City, with the Lofs of upwards of 1000 Men, killed, woun- 
ded, and Prifoners, befides all their Cannon, &c, but as the Field 
was warmly difputed, the French loftabout 1500 Men, Upon this 
Succefs, the Enemy immediately invefted the City, and ereéted Bat- 
teries againft it: The roth of Afay, they began to batter in Breach, . 
and continued for two Days pretty fmartly, but defifted for want of 
Ammunition: and on the approach of Commodore Swanton, with 
the Fleet from England on the i1gth they raifed the Siege, and | 
went off precipitately, leaving all their Tents, Cannon, and moft.

Sir William obnfon, with a confiderable Number of Indians, at- 
tended the General ; they behaved with the greatelt Regula ity and 
Decency, it muft give every true Englith Heart, the utmoft Plea- 
fure, to find fuch a glorious Conqueft made by his Majefty’s Arms 
with {@ little Lofs. The Soldiers all behaved with the greateit 
chearfulnefs and Alacrity, without plundering the Inhabitants any 
more than if they had been Englifhmen ; and indeed all that took 
the Oaths, were look’d upon as his Majefty’s Subjects, 

No Articles of Capitulation have yet appeared, but all the French Regu-
